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ABSTRACT 

This report was prepared to assist Pennsylvania 
community colleges in analyzing their financial performance in 
relation to their peers, and contains financial data for the years 
1983-84 to 1989-90. This report is divided into 15 sections. Sections 
I through VII examine reimbursement requests, by year, for 1983-84 to 
1989-90, in terms of enrollments, operating expenditures, operating 
reimbursements, source of fundi-, operating costs, capital debt 
service and rentals, and capital source of funds. Section VIII lists 
historical systemwide data for 1984-85 to 1989-90, including 
enrollments, funding data, state reimbursements, operating and total 
costs, capital and c^ipital costs, value of physical plant, and state 
allocations. Section IX presents similar data, but also includes 
stipend enrollments by category for fiscal years 1985-86 through 
1992-93. Section X compares reimbursement requests to audit? for 
1980-81 to 1983-84. while section XI compares budget requests to 
audits for 1981-82 to 1983-84. Section XII looks at the status of 
operating funds, expenditures, and sources. Section XIII presents 
approved operating and capital rebudgets. Section XIV lists 1988-89 
tuition and fees, and section XV describes community college capital 
projects.
